, Johnson Says Defense 
Program Increase of 
$5 Billion 


MILITARY OUTLAYS 
WILL BE RAISED 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Presi 
deni Johnson said Tuesday next 
year's defense budget would top 
$73 billion — an increase ofÍ 
about $5 billion over the current 
level. 
Johnson, meeting with news­ 
men in his office, also disclosed 
■that military outlays 'in the cur-' 
rent fiscal year, which ends 
June 30, would be increased by 
$9.4 billion under a supplemen­ 
tal appropriations request he 
will soon send to Congress. 
The President previously had 
said the spending impact of the 
supplemental request in the cur­ 
rent year would range between 
$9 billion and $10 billion. 
• • • 
Johnson summoned reporters 
to his office to brief them on 
administration efforts to hold 
down the budget deficit by post­ 
poning. deferring or stretching 
out 
programs 
authorized 
by 
Congress. He said he hoped to 
pare actual spending in the cur­ 
rent year by $3 billion by hold­ 
ing up outlays for a broad range 
of projects involving an eventu­ 
al total of $3.3 billion. 
The chief executive, who had 
just 
conferred 
with 
Budget 
Director Charles L. Schultze, 
said be also was considering 
postponing $400 million addition­ 
al in highway projects. He had 
announced 
earlier that 
there 
would be a stretch-out in spend­ 
ing $1.1 billion, of road money. 
Johnson also disclosed that 
the administration already was 
planning a variety of program,* 
aimed at least partly at minim­ 
izing 
the 
economic 
impact 
should the war in Vietnam end 
abruptly. 
For example, he said, he will 
ask Congress to authorize about 
$1 billion for defense facilities.1 
Johnson added that he would 
not actually ask. for appropria-j 
tions to finance such work ex­ 
cept in ease of need or should' 
the troop* return from Vietnam 
and larger unemployment re­ 
mit.

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Railroad Yard Near Hanoi Bombed 
SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) 
— U.S. fighter-bombers slashed 
at a railroad yard 40 miles 
north of Hanoi and B52 Strato- 
iortresses twice dropped explo­ 
sives in the border demilitarized 
zone Tuesday. Good weather 
permitted the air war to quick­ 
en.A Hanoi dispatch broadcast 
from Peking said four American 
planes were shot down. There 
was no confirmation in Saigon. 
But the U.S. Command an­ 
nounced two photo reconnais­ 
sance jets were lost Monday — 
one by ground fire and the other 


from an undetermined cause — 
and the four crewmen are miss­ 
ing.In South Vietnam guerrillas 
shot down a U.S. Army Uhld 
helicopter 23 miles northwest of 
Saigon and a spokesman said all 
eight men aboard, four crew­ 
men and four passengers, were 
killed. Eight others died Mon­ 
day in a CH47 helicopter shot 
down in the Mekong River del­ 
ta.

Acknow ledged losses of Amer­ 
ican aircraft in combat rose to 
848. These were 449 planes and 4 


helicopters felled in North Viet­ 
nam and 142 planes and 243 heli­ 
copters shot down in South Viet­ 
nam. 
The chemical warfare issue

The’gas had no serious effect 
on the U.S. troops and masks 
were not required.

For the decision on a tax 
increase is linked to a host of other ¿deci­ 
sions the President is asking Congress to 
make. These will determ ine the size of the 
bills for V ietnam plus a continuation of 
G reat Society program s, and the size off the 
deficit all these plans incur. 
While the P resident did not retreat on 
the ant ¡poverty program or others that h a w 
aroused controversy, neither did he branch 
out into n ew . w elfare plans. 
There w as an 
implied prom ise to im prove and consolidate 
what has already began ra th e r than attem pt 
to scale new heights. 
To th at degree, he seem s in accord 
with Senate M ajority L eader Mike M ans­ 
field, who has called for a go-slow in this 
session.

Even now Mr.. Johnson estím ales the 
deficit for th e current y e a r at. 19.,7 billion, 
and by anticipating $4.5 billion from in­ 
creasing tax es he pares next, year’s esti­ 
m ated deficit to $8.1 billion. 
Continuing 
inflation is thus built into the budget even 
if all. goes well.

Court Upholds Constitutionality 
Of Law for Pupils Transportation 
PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 
Pennsylvania 
Supreme 
Court, 
splitting 5-2, upheld Tuesday the 
constitutionality of a 1965 state 
law requiring transportation of 
private and parochial school pu­ 
pils in public school buses.

Jackie Kennedy 
Made Changes in 
2 Other Books 
NEW YORK (AP) — Prof. 
John Kenneth Galbraith of Har­ 
vard disclosed that Mrs. John 
F. Kennedy got changes made 
in two books about her husband 
last year in addition to William 
Manchester's "The Death of a 
President.” 
In an article in the magazine 
Saturday Review, Galbraith — 
who was Kennedy’s ambassador 
to India — identified the book 
was "with Kennedy,” by Pierre 
Salinger, and "The Pleasure of 
His Company,” by Paul B. Fay, 
Galbraith said he read both 
manuscripts for Mrs. Kennedy 
and her brother-in-law, Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy, D-N.Y. and 
that at her behest deletions 
were made in. each book prior to 
publication. 
Although Galbraith did not 
say so, it appeared in the light 
of later events that Fay declined 
to go along with the Presi­ 
dent’s widow on a number of 
requested deletions, and that 
she resented it. 
Last Dec. 6, a spokesman for 
Mrs. Kennedy said she had 
turned down a $3.000 donation 
by Fay to the Kennedy Memori-I 
al Library. The spokesman de­ 
clined to say why, but there 
were reports that Mrs. Kennedy 
objected to some portions of the 
book by Fay, former underse­ 
cretary of the Navy. 
In his Saturday Review Arti­ 
cle, Galbraith, said both the 
book by Fay and the one by 
Salinger, Kennedy’s press secre­ 
tary, "made use — I am not 
clear how much—of privileged 
or personal materials.” 
“In neither were there any 
deletions that could conceivably 
have been considered of histori­ 
cal consequences,” he said. 
"Most involved the elimina­ 
tion of language or anecdotes 
which, out of context, cast re­ 
flection on the dignity of the 
office of President or which 
might, without purpose, have 
injured the feelings of personal 
friends of President Kennedy. 
"These 
alterations 
throw 
some light- on one of the prob-j 
lems that arose in connection 
with, the Manchester 'book — 
that of delegating responsibility 
for change. 
"The Fay volume, as 1 have 
observed, is an amiable but 
slight memoir. 
There were, 
however, a number of personal 
references, drawing on conver­ 
sations with the President or¡ 
members of the family, that 
could inflict minor hurt. 
"I took the position that such 
neligible wounds heal within 
twenty four hours; it being a 
slight book, one should not wor­ 
ry about what it said. 
"Mrs, Kennedy was a good 
deal more considerate. Slight 
materials, she held, should not 
be used as to cause pain. 
“The author greatly preferred 
my interpretation. However, and 
quite properly, it was Mrs. Ken­ 
nedy’s viéw, not mine, that was ? 
controlling.”
